Concern 
as poor 
students 
face cuts 

MORE than 10,000 
of the poorest students 
in the Black Country 
will lose out on mil¬ 
lions of pounds in 
grants as a result of 
Government cuts, 
says council bosses. 

In Sandwell, 6,010 
young people aged 16 to 
18 will lose out on pay¬ 
ments that could total 
more than £6 million a 
year. And in Dudley 
4,277 students will lose 
out on £4 million. 

Young people whose 
families earn less than 
£21,000 a year have been 
eligible for grants of £30 
a week under a scheme in 
place since 2004 to help 
them stay on at school. 

Earn 

The “earn as you learn” 
plan was introduced by 
former education secre¬ 
tary Charles Clarke to 
tackle the UK’s high 
post-16 drop out rate. 

A full-time student, 
studying 36 weeks a year, 
could net £1,080 a year 
in Educational Mainte¬ 
nance Allowance. 

However, as a result of 
the coalition cuts the 
scheme will be scrapped. 

Current claimants will 
be able to pick up cash 
until the end of the finan¬ 
cial year but no new stu¬ 
dents will be accepted. 

Councillor Bob 

Badham, Sandwell’s edu¬ 
cation boss said he was 
“immensely sad and dis¬ 
gusted” that the 
allowance is to be discon¬ 
tinued. 

He added: “This will 
have a big impact.” 


BABY BOOM 
PRESSURE 
ON SCHOOLS 


A BABY boom in Sandwell 
means an extra 335 school places 
must be created over the next two 
years to cope with demand. 

The council is set to start consultation 
on plans to expand schools in Wednes- 
bury, Smethwick and Tipton, to cover next 
September’s intake, when an extra 110 
reception places are needed. 

It is also looking at plans to extend and build new 
schools in the coming years.

The current issues have arisen as a result of a “sig¬ 
nificant” rise in birth rates in 2006/07 and an 
“unprecedented” increase in 2007/08. 

Plans 

A report to be presented to councillors this week 
says birth rates are still going up with 350,000 extra 
primary places needed over the next four years. 

Under the new plans extra pupils will be taken on 
at Wednesbury’s Tameside Primary. 

In Tipton an extra 20 places will be created at Gle- 
befields Primary and Joseph Turner Primary. 


In Smethwick two extra classes will need to be 
catered for. Uplands Manor Primary in the town will 
expand to a four form entry, with a £9 million major 
expansion planned for Shireland Hall Primary. 

A further 225 extra places will also be required in 
September 2012. 

Councillor Bob Badham, cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren and families, said: “Demographic changes are 
taking place and we need a long term strategy to deal 
with it.”

Commons will hear education fears 


SANDWELL schools will be discussed 
in Parliament this week, after shadow 
education secretary Andy Burnham 
visited Wodensborough Community 
Technology College. 

It is set to get £18 million Building Schools for the 
Future project cash, but there are rumours there 
may be further cuts to education budgets. Currently 
three Sandwell schools - Alexandra High School 
and Sixth Form Centre, Tipton; Oldbury College of 
Sport, Oldbury, and Wodensborough High, Wednes- 
bury - all have projects due to start next year. 

Contracts are still to be finalised and signed off, 
despite preparatory work starting on some sites. 


Mr Burnham, who toured Wodensborough’s 
Hydes Road site, said : “When I was given this role 
by Ed Miliband I was determined I would come to 
Sandwell as it has been on the front line when it 
comes to fighting cuts. 

Outcry 

“Although Michael Gove said this project was 
unaffected in the summer, there are rumours of 
further cuts and people feel as though they have 
been felt in limbo. In my view it would be immoral 
to cut funding now. I will be talking about my trip to 
Wodensborough in the Commons and will tell the 
Government it must honour its commitment to 
Wodensborough and schools like it.” 


UFO alert as the ‘Dudley Dorito’ returns 



The Dudley Dorito - has it returned? 


A TRIANGULAR UFO 
dubbed the ‘Dudley 
Dorito’ has been spotted 
in the skies over Sandwell 
and Birmingham. 

Quality inspector Munesh 
Mistry, aged 21, spotted the 
object in the sky above his 
home in Andrew Road, 
Tipton, at around 10.15pm 
on Sunday. His sighting 
comes just weeks after a UFO 
was spotted hovering over 
Sutton Coldfield. 

That time the triangular 
object, which was said to be 
four or five times the size of a 
commercial airliner, was 


seen by David Allen from 
Bendall Road, in Boldmere 
on November 4. 

The sightings have echoes 
of the Dudley Dorito — named 
after a triangular snack - 
which was seen flying over 
the Black Country during 
2007 and 2008. 

Silent 

Mr Mistry, who spotted the 
object with his friend Neil 
Martin, who lives in Wells 
Close, said: “Me and my 
closest friend saw an 
amazing fast-moving and 
silent craft in the shape of a 
triangle made up of what 


appeared to be three lights 
fly across the sky at a mind 
boggling speed. We wondered 
if there were any other 
reports of a similar sighting.” 

In February last year a 
UFO sighting was recorded 
by Sean Gibbs-Percival over 
Oldbury. 

On April 16 last year 
builders working at West 
Midland Safari Park were 
shocked to see a flying 
saucer-shaped object soaring 
above them, while on April 4, 
two bright orange UFOs 
shaped like Cornish pasties 
were spotted flying over 
Sedgley. 


There was public outcry when £138 million was 
pulled from Sandwell’s Building Schools for the 
Future budget, with nine schemes losing out. Work 
is already under way at two schools - Holly Lodge, 
Smethwick and Rowley Learning Campus, Rowley 
Regis - with the other three told they would be 
saved as they were in earlier “waves” of the project. 
In addition to the £18 million expected to go on 
Wodensborough, £17 million is to be spend on 
Alexandra High and £20 million on Oldbury College 
of Sport. 

Councillor Bob Badham, Sandwell Council 
schools chief, said: “There are obviously concerns, 
things haven’t been signed and sealed, however we 
are expecting all this to happen in December. 

“The three schools involved, Alexandra, Wodens¬ 
borough and Oldbury College of Sport all have 
schemes that are agreed in principle but what need 
to happen now is get the legalities and formalities 
sorted out. 

“With all the cuts that are being made it is difficult 
to 100 per cent confident but we were told these 
project were all part of wave three and as far as we 
are concerned that is an approval.” 

Meanwhile, staff at an Oldbury special school 
have written to Prime Minister David Cameron in a 
attempt to get a campaign for improved facilities 
back on track, by getting the PM in his running 
shoes. Every teacher at The Meadows Sports College 
has written to Mr Cameron asking him to take part 
in an annual race next year, alongside their princi¬ 
pal Gordon Phillips. 

The 10k event takes place in Carterton, Oxford¬ 
shire, in association with RAF Brize Norton, on 
March 27. The hope is to raise funds for a new 
sensory garden. Mr Cameron has acknowledged 
receipt of the letters. Mr Phillips lives in Oxfordshire 
and Mr Cameron is his MP.

Thousands pay respects 
as revamped memorial 
is focus for remembrance 


THOUSANDS paid their respects to 
the country’s fallen heroes during 
emotional Remembrance Day cere¬ 
monies across the borough. 

Crowds stood still in silence across the 
region at 11am on Sunday to remember 
those who have made the ultimate sacri¬ 
fice, and to think about those fighting in 
Afghanistan now. 


VETERANS shared memories and 
remembered fallen comrades at a remem¬ 
brance service at Alexandra High School, 
Tipton. 

Black Country and West Midlands ex- 
service personnel paid tribute at Tipton 
Cemetery and in the memorial garden in 
the school on Wednesday. 

Doves were released at the school before 
veterans and pupils read poems and gave 
speeches in memory of the fallen. The occa¬ 
sion brought back the harrowing scenes of 
warfare for many. 


More than 1,500 people gathered to pay 
their respects at the newly-refurbished 
war memorial in Wednesbury, a record 
turnout for its Remembrance Day celebra¬ 
tions. The memorial honours the 1,060 
service people of the town who gave their 
lives in both world wars. 

John Allen from Wednesbury Civic 
Society said: “I think we had a record 
turnout because the plinths with the 


Arthur Cooper served in the 59th 
medium regiment of the Royal Artillery as 
a gunner and signaller. The 86-year-old, of 
Pelsall, Walsall, survived D-Day and the 
Battle of Arnhem. 

He said: “From the outset we were under 
fire for 10 weeks in Normandy. 

“You never knew if the next day was 
going to be your last. We saw the slave 
camps and they were beyond belief. 

“The noise was so bad from the shells and 
the gunfire, I never heard a bird the whole 
time I was there.” 


names of the war dead were unveiled. We 
had got a lot that came from outside 
Wednesbury. It was very moving.” 

Willenhall-based Stonemasons W E 
Jones Memorials designed the tribute and 
inscribed the names of the fallen on eight 
granite tablets, divided over four plinths, 
in addition to the old memorial plaque. 
They include 623 heroes already included 
in a book of remembrance and 437 previ¬ 
ously unrecorded names uncovered by the 
Wednesbury War Memorial Group’s 
research over the last five years. The 
£50,000 monument was funded with 
£15,000 of collections from fundraisers. 

Four generations of one Wednesbury 
family were among the crowds paying 
tribute to a much-loved ancestor who died 
during the Second World War at the new 
memorial. 

It was an emotional moment for 84- 
year-old May Walker, whose uncle, Lance 
Corporal Bert Harris died of his injuries, 
after being hit by a sniper during the D- 
Day landings in 1944. Mrs Walker was 18 
when her uncle died. 

Bombing 

A roll of honour naming almost 30 
victims of the bombing of streets in West 
Bromwich in 1940 was also unveiled. 
Both Richard Street South and Oak Road 
were bombed on November 19, 1940 
killing 29 people - the youngest of which 
was just 13 months. Now a roll of honour 
with the names and addresses is set to go 
on display at the Church of Good Shep¬ 
herd and St John in Bromford Lane. It 
will be dedicated during a family service 
at the church next Sunday. 

A second roll of honour of honour 
marking the deaths of soldiers from the 
parish who were killed during service was 
also dedicated yesterday. 

Margaret Street resident Joyce Mann, 
aged 69, has spent weeks researching the 
roll of honour following a conversation 
with a member of the congregation about 
the death of a former Guns Village School 
pupil Vera Care in the bombings. It 
spurred her on to start researching the 
deaths of people within the parish who 
died in the bombings.

MORE than 2,000 people 
turned up for the official han¬ 
dover of a popular park to the 
control of Sandwell Council 
after more than 100 years. 

Although in Sandwell, Light- 
woods Park and House in Bear¬ 
wood, was under the control of 
Birmingham City Council. 

But on Saturday it was officially 
handed back to Sandwell after a 
lengthy campaign that had been 
spearheaded by the borough's deputy 
leader Councillor Steve Eling. 

And within minutes of the custodi¬ 
anship coming back to Sandwell, 
scores of local people had signed up to 
be members of a Friends of Lightwood 
Park User Group that it is planned to 
form over the next few weeks.

Tony Wright is available to help anyone in 
Sandwell looking for information on how - and 
where - to apply for a secondary school place for 
their child. He provides impartial information, 
advice and guidance to the parents who most need it. 

“This is particularly important as more schools 
begin to run their own admissions processes,” said 
Tony, who is based at Shaftesbury House in West 
Bromwich. “We also have others offering improved 
or new facilities and many with new subject spe¬ 
cialisms and admissions criteria, so it is essential 
that parents are as well informed as possible about 
the application process and the facts about the 
schools they are interested in.” 

Championing 

Sandwell Council cabinet member for children 
and families Councillor Bob Badham is championing 
the schools choice adviser role and urged parents to 
contact Mr Wright for advice. 

“Our School Access team deals with some 8,000 
applications for secondary and primary places each 
year and every one of these families receives an offer 
of a school place,” said Cllr Badham. 

“The overwhelming majority of applicants are 
offered their first or second choice schools, currently 
standing at 92 per cent. 

“Tony’s role is to engage with parents and help 
them to get the best out of the application process 
and choose the most suitable and realistic school 
options for their children. I hope people who have 
any questions or need any help with the application 
process get in touch with him.” 

Mr Wright added: “Parents sometimes apply for 
schools which they may want, but are unlikely to be 
offered as they don’t meet the admissions criteria 
closely enough.To ensure that they avoid this trap, 
and make properly informed and realistic choices, it 
is always advisable to carry out research in good 
time, visit the schools, ask questions, and carefully 
consider possible options before putting pen to 
paper.” 

Sandwell Council’s Schools Access team receives 
more than 8,000 applications each year from parents 
who want a place for their child in a Sandwell school - 
with more than nine out of ten expected to get their 
first or second choice. This year, Sandwell Council 
has received around 4,000 applications for second¬ 
ary school places.

School gate attack 
mother is facing jail 


A MOTHER of four is facing 
a jail sentence after an attack 
on a parent outside a West 
Bromwich school which left 
terrified pupils in tears. 

Victim Elaine Millerchip was 
left permanently scarred after 
being bitten and kicked by her 
former friend Kerry Hall outside 
Ryders Green Primary School on 
the first day of the school term in 
September. 

Hall, aged 26, of Creswolde Street, 
admitted assault causing actual bodily 
harm at Warley Magistrates Court 
last week and was told she faces a jail 
sentence. 

Mr Peter Love, prosecuting, said 
before the attack the two women had 
been good friends, both living in Bailey 
Street in West Bromwich. But there 
was a fallout between their children 
which led to animosity between the 
parents. 

On the day of the attack Miss Miller- 
chip, 44, was walking towards the 
school in Claypit Lane with a friend at 


about 3pm, on the way to pick her her 
children. 

“Miss Hall approached her and 
grabbed hold of Miss Millerchip’s 
ponytail,” Mr Love told the court. 

Hospital 

“They ended up on the floor and 
when on the ground she (Miss Miller- 
chip) was bitten on the shoulder by 
Miss Hall. She also felt a blow to her 
head.” 

A statement by Dawn Ralley, one of 
the parents who witnessed the attack, 
stated: “There were lots of children 
present who were screaming and 
crying but the assault continued. 

“I had to turn away to calm my own 
young son who was hysterical.” 

Miss Millerchip suffered injuries to 
her forehead, bruising and a large bite 
mark. She went to hospital. 

Defence solicitor Rafe Turner said: 
“There was something of a history to 
the matter and it came to a head on 
this date in September. 

“The police have been involved on 
least one previous occasion. ” 

Hall was bailed and is due to appear 
for sentencing on November 30. 


Wounded soldier is 
to run 52 marathons 


A SOLDIER from 
Tipton who suffered 
severe burns when his 
tank was petrol-bombed 
in Iraq is set to show he 
has taken his terrible 
injuries in his stride by 
running 52 marathons in 
a year. 

Super-fit Karl Hinett, 
aged 23, aims to complete 
the amazing feat of 
endurance by running 



one a month to raise 
money for the burns unit 
at Selly Oak Hospital in 
Birmingham. 

The 23-year-old, whose 
family live in Hawthorne 
Road, Tipton, said: “I 
suppose I am a glutton 
for punishment.” 

Mr Hinett was a 
teenaged private when 
he suffered 37 per cent 
burns to his hands, legs, 
arms and face during an 
attack by a mob. It hap¬ 
pened during a tour of 
duty in Basra with the 
former Staffordshire 
Regiment in 2005. 

Horrifying pictures of 
the gunner and his com¬ 
rades being engulfed in 
flames as they climbed 
out of their blazing 
Warrior tank were 
screened across the 
world. 

Mr Hinett, who has 


since been medically dis¬ 
charged from the Army, 
has lost count of the 
number of operations 
and skin grafts he has 
undergone at Selly Oak 
Hospital. 

But he illustrated his 
determination to over¬ 
come the wounds by 
having the word 
“unscarred” tattooed on 
his stomach, proving 
that his spirit was not 
broken. His recovery 
amazed doctors and now 
he aims to show his grat¬ 
itude for their medical 
skill by raising money for 
the hospital unit where 
he was treated. 

Mr Hinett, now living 
in Dudley, has since 
trained as a gym instruc¬ 
tor and developed a love 
of distance running after 
completing the London 
Marathon in 2007.

The 37-year-old said: “I am trying to raise that 
mortgage because I want the pub.” 

Mr Taylor, who has a 19-month-old daughter 
Leah, added: “I have got my deposit ready but it is 
up to the mortgage company, I am trying all I can to 
keep it open.” 

He added: “Business has been fair for the last 
three years. It did go down when the smoking ban 
came in but it picked back up later. 

“I don’t think it has gone down enough to sell it off 
so I want to do everything I can and hopefully it can 
be saved.” 

Transform 

Developers had previously submitted an applica¬ 
tion to transform the pub into a convenience store 
with a licence to sell alcohol but had changed plans 
to become housing. 

Benefits fraud 
woman jailed 

A MOTHER from West Bromwich has been 
jailed for 10 months after fraudulently claim¬ 
ing more than £30,000 in benefits. 

Christine Evans, aged 54, of Stephens Road, West 
Bromwich, claimed to be a single parent but failed to 
tell the authorities that her Turkish lorry driver 
partner was living with her. 

She admitted one count of failing to declare a 
change in circumstances between May 2000 and 
April 2008. and one count of fraud between May 
2008 and April 2009. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court, sitting in Brierley 
Hill, heard that Evans was receiving income support 
and housing benefit. 

Judge Nicholas Webb said: “This is a fraud on the 
taxpayer. 

Cheating 

“It is also cheating members of the public who are 
paying their taxes or properly claiming the benefit 
they are entitled to.” 

Evans had been in a relationship with Zatto Lallar 
since 1997, and records showed he was registered as 
living in the same house. 

Due to his work, Mr Lallar would be away from 
home for long periods and would often go back to 
Turkey said Mr Gurdeep Garcha, prosecuting. 

But Mr Trevor Meegan, defending, said that 
Evans had been “living in fear” of her partner, who 
would regularly beat her. 

From 1997 to 2000 Evans stopped claiming 
income support while Mr Lallar was living with her 
regularly. But in 2000 she made a fresh claim. 

Mr Meegan said Evans, had “relatively low intel¬ 
ligence” and did not realise she was breaking the 
law. 


Offenders pay community back with their labour 


ALMOST 2,000 hours of unpaid work 
has been carried out by offenders in 
Sandwell during a six-week crackdown on 
crime. 

As part of the Safer 6 campaign, which 
came to an end on Sunday a total of 1,850 
hours of Community Payback has been 
carried out in Tipton, Wednesbury, 
Oldbury and Smethwick.

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Patient 
died after 
a tumble 

THE death of a patient after a 
heavy fall at a West Bromwich 
care home was the result of an 
accident, a coroner has ruled. 

Paul Roach, aged 39, landed so 
forcefully that several ribs broke and 
severed an artery. 

Mr Roach was living at St Andrew’s 
Court in Beeches Road, which caters 
for people with mental health prob¬ 
lems, when the accident happened on 
August 1. 

Staff nurse Lucy Richards, who was 
in charge that day, had given Mr 
Roach his medication during her 
morning round as normal. Less than 
15 minutes later a patient raised the 
alert that Mr Roach had fallen on the 
patio. 

Nurse Richards told the inquest in 
Smethwick that when she rolled Mr 
Roach on to his back and called to him, 
he did not respond. 

Dr Suhail Muzaffer, of Birming¬ 
ham’s City Hospital, who carried out 
the post mortem, said Mr Roach had 
suffered multiple fractures, including 
several broken ribs which had torn 
into a main artery. He died of massive 
internal bleeding. 

Dr Muzaffer described diabetic Mr 
Roach as tall and heavily built. He 
had fallen “forcefully” possibly follow¬ 
ing a dizzy spell so that he was unable 
to break the fall. 

Black Country coroner Robin 
Balmain said he was satisfied that Mr 
Roach did not have any enemies at the 
home and recorded a verdict of acci¬ 
dental death. 


Jail for man who 
sold stolen cars 

A MAN from Tipton has been 
jailed for 15 months for his part in 
a scheme to sell stolen cars. 

John Keenan helped market the 
cars worth thousands which had been 
taken from a depot in Warwickshire. 

His only reward was £100 for each 
of three cars, which were sold for a 
total of £29,000. 

Keenan, aged 49, of Cherry Road, 
pleaded guilty to possessing criminal 
property and fraud by forging a signa¬ 
ture in a log book. 

Court 

He was jailed at Worcester Crown 
Court last week. 

Mr Charles Hardy, prosecuting, 
said 31 cars were taken in November 
2008 from Long Marston. 

The court heard that months later a 
VW Passat and two VW Gold Sports 
were advertised in a trade magazine. 

Mr Hardy said buyers paid cash but 
found the vehicles were not registered 
with the DVLA when they applied for 
the logbooks. Keenan was traced after 
his fingerprint was found on one of the 
documents. 

Miss Sharonjit Bahia, defending, 
said Keenan had a problem with 
alcohol and was desperate for help.

The Serenity unit, located near to 
the delivery suite on City Hospital 
site, is designed for mums-to-be who 


are classed as low-risk. As well as 
glaucoma, Miss Wylde, who gave 
birth in August, has limited mobility 
due to arthritis. 

Lead consultant Kathryn Gut- 
teridge said: “Sarah gave birth 
without a great deal of help and she 
was able to receive her baby into her 
own hands in the water, with her 
family nearby. We were all 
absolutely delighted for the family.”

Joel Richardson had donned 
the iconic blue and red suit for a 
booze-fuelled evening at a 
Walsall nightspot. But festivities 
turned sour when the 23-year-old 
took offence at a jibe on the 
dancefloor. 

He thought people were comment¬ 
ing that the heavy costume he was 
wearing was making him sweaty and 
smelly Walsall Magistrates Court 
heard. 

The clubbers had, in fact, been 
commenting that someone had

hearing. 

Mr Van French, prosecuting, said: 
“Scott Wells was out celebrating Hal¬ 
loween and found himself in Insom¬ 
nia in the early hours. He was on the 
dance floor when another guest at 
that nightclub passed wind, which led 
to a comment about it. 

“Mr Wells then found himself being 
confronted by Superman. Superman 
said to him ‘oh yeah?’ 

“Mr Wells was then punched in the 
face. He was taken outside where 
police on patrol were told Superman 
had just carried out an assault. Door 
staff were asked to check and found 
Superman and brought him to the 
front door.” 

Unemployed Richardson, of Ruskin 
Street, in West Bromwich, was 
arrested and taken to a police station. 

Injuries 

Doctors found Mr Wells had suf¬ 
fered swelling and bruising and was 
having difficulty opening his eye. He 
was forced to take time off work due 
to his injuries. 

In court last week, Richardson, of 
Ruskin Road, West Bromwich, admit¬ 
ted one count of assault causing 
actual bodily harm. 

The court heard he had drunk at 
least 10 drinks that night. 

Mr Rafe Turner, defending, told 
JPs: “My client was in quite a heavy 
suit, the material of which caused 
him to sweat and there were some 
comments made that were somewhat 
derogatory in his direction. He says 
he has no recollection of what is being 
suggested that somebody broke 
wind.” 

Magistrates ordered Richardson to 
carry out 50 hours of unpaid work. He 
must also pay £85 costs and£50 com¬ 
pensation. 


Bid to block alley 


AN alley in Wednesbury is set 
to be gated off in a bid to stamp 
out yob behaviour. 

Housing bosses want to block off the 
access way linking Cobham Road with 
School Road, which has become 
plagued by gangs and fly-tipping. 

Now Sandwell Homes has applied 
to the borough’s planning department 
for permission to block off the alley fol¬ 
lowing complaints from residents. 

The application states: “The resi¬ 
dents of Carrington Road, Cobham

They have 
requested that Sandwell Homes 
install gates at either end. 

“There have been a number of inci¬ 
dents where unknown youths are con¬ 
gregating in the access way causing 
damage to property drinking alcohol, 
fly-tipping, riding of mopeds, lighting 
fires and generally being rowdy.

Body in 
suitcase 
killer is 
jailed 
for life 

A FORMER Black Country 
man has been jailed for life for the 
“honour killing” of a 20-year-old 
woman whose body was discov¬ 
ered in a suitcase in Birmingham. 

Banaz Mahmod was strangled at 
her home in London in January 2006 
after she fell in love with a man disap¬ 
proved of by her family. 

Omar Hussain, aged 32, formerly of 
Messenger Road, Smethwick, and 
MohammedAli, 30, formerly of North- 
bourne Road, Brixton, were found 
guilty of murder and jailed at the Old 
Bailey last week. 

Ali was told he must serve at least 
22 years behind bars and Hussain was 
given a minimum term of 21 years. 

Buried 

After the murder, Banaz’s body was 
taken to Birmingham. It was later 
found in a suitcase buried behind a 
house in Handsworth Road. 

In a letter handed to police weeks 
before she died, Banaz had named 
Hussain and Ali as men “ready and 
willing to do the job of killing me”. 

Her uncle, Ari Mahmod, and father, 
Mahmod Mahmod, were jailed for life, 
along with Mohamad Hama, for her 
murder in 2007. 

Sardar Mahmood, aged 27, of Mes¬ 
senger Road, Smethwick, was found 
not guilty of kidnap, threats and per¬ 
verting justice and was discharged. 


Safer 6 hailed 
a big success 

SIXTY nine people were 
arrested during a six-week crack¬ 
down on crime in Sandwell. 

The Safer 6 campaign arried out 
across the borough’s six towns has 
now been hailed a “huge success”. 

Safer 6 was carried out between 
September 27 and November 7 and 
saw the police, council and partner 
agencies joining forces in an effort to 
target criminals. 

During the campaign there were an 
extra 1,669 hours of police patrols, 
while an additional 583 hours of 
council warden patrols were also com¬ 
pleted. 

Payback 

Figures show that offenders com¬ 
pleted 1,850 hours of “community 
payback”, while police executed 25 
warrants, stopped 223 vehicles for 
offences and seized 71 vehicles. 

There were also seven confiscations 
of illegal cigarettes, 45 alcohol 
seizures and 173 fixed penalty notices 
handed out for littering. 

In addition, six shops out of 77 were 
found to have sold alcohol to under¬ 
age volunteers and now face fines, 
prosecution and licence reviews. 

Chief Inspector Paul Betts, of 
Sandwell police, said: “This is the first 
time we have held a joint operation on 
this scale and it proved to be a huge 
success.”

A NEW exhibition 

charting unique 
aspects of Black 
Country life has opened in 
Sandwell. 

Acclaimed photographer Martin 
Parr was commissioned by West 
Bromwich arts centre The Public 
to spend a year documenting diver¬ 
sity of culture in the Black 
Country, as well as the more tradi¬ 
tional facets of the industrial 
towns. 

Despite his extensive experience 
of charting life in UK towns and 
cities, it was the first time that the 
58-year-old Martin had pho¬ 
tographed the Black Country. 

West Bromwich community arts 
agency Multistory was heavily 
involved in the project, called 
Black Country Stories, which has 
yielded more than 650 images now 
on display in a free-to-see exhibi¬ 
tion. 

Each visitor to the display will 
be given the opportunity to vote for 
their favourite six photos — the 
most popular of which will remain 
in The Public’s collection. 

To accompany the photographs 


Multistory also created an archive 
of audio recordings to bring the 
renowned Black Country sense of 
humour to life. 

Martin, who works for interna¬ 
tional photography company 
Magnum, said the Black Country 
project was too good to turn down. 

“When Multistory contacted me 
to ask if I might be interested in 
doing a photographic commission 
in Sandwell, I could not say yes 
fast enough,” he said. 

“With its famous industrial past, 
there was going to be an inevitable 
decline in the area, but what I had 
not counted on was the revitalisa¬ 
tion that the many immigrant 
groups have brought to the area.” 

Other work from Martin can be 
found in numerous international 
collections including the Biblio- 
theque Nationale in Paris, the 
Paul Getty Center of Los Angeles, 
MOMA (Museum of Modern Art) in 
New York and San Francisco, the 
Los Angeles County Museum and 
the Tate Modern on London’s 
Southbank. 

During the last year the Surrey- 
born photographer has also men¬ 
tored local students and teaching 


staff at the Photography Depart¬ 
ment at Sandwell College for their 
own project, Show Me A Secret, 
which is exhibited alongside Black 
Country Stories. He encouraged 
students and staff to use their local 
area as an inspiration to create a 
series of photos to be produced as a 
book. 

Emma Chetcuti, director of Mul¬ 
tistory, said: “When we thought 
about developing this project, 
Martin Parr was the obvious 
choice. It has been a fantastic expe¬ 
rience working with Martin and 
the project has developed and 
expanded in some really exciting 
and surprising ways as Martin has 
uncovered more stories for us to 
celebrate and document.” 

Linda Saunders, managing 
director of The Public, added: 
“Martin Parr’s exhibition is not 
only a fascinating portrayal of 
everyday community life, it also 
plays a significant educational 
role, teaching the audience about 
the cultural makeup of such a 
diverse region.” 

The exhibition runs until 
January 23, when the archives be 
donated to Sandwell Library.

PART of a busy road in the 
centre of Oldbury has closed for 10 
months for the construction of a 
£2.6 million office block for start¬ 
up businesses. 


McKean Road closed from its junc¬ 
tion with Bromford Road to the junc¬ 
tion with Broadwell Road on Monday 
for the work to take place near the 
roadside. 


The development to house start-up 
businesses could create hundreds of 
jobs with offices for 250 people. 

Swindon-based Pure Offices will 
lease the site, a former petrol station, 
from Sandwell Council after construc¬ 
tion is finished. 

The road will be reopened when the 
work is completed - expected to be 
next September. 

But it is possible the section of road 
could remain closed for longer 
dependng on how the work progresses.

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Ex-PCSO in ‘sickening’ 
attack on pet bulldog 


A FORMER police worker was spared a 
jail sentence despite being caught on a 
CCTV camera kicking his dog three times 
in a “sickening” attack. 

Ex-Police Community Support Officer Scott 
Marsh, of Wesley Court, Cradley Heath, 
pleaded guilty to inflicting violent trauma on 
his American bulldog called Sasha in June. 

Marsh was captured on CCTV in the lift at the 
block of flats where he lived kicking Sasha three 
times, Warley Magistrates Court heard last week. 

Mr Nick Sutton, prosecuting on behalf of the 
RSPCA, said: “The dog appears to be cowering 
before even entering the lift. 

“In fairness to the defendant, he admitted the 
matter in interview when contacted by the RSPCA 
six days after the offence. He said he did it out of 
frustration. He said however it was not like he was 
kicking a football, more like pushing him with the 
soul of his shoe.” 

The CCTV footage showed Marsh hauling the dog 
by its lead. He then kicks the dog, with contact to its 
head. 

Marsh can then be seen to hit the dog’s head with 
what appears to be his knee before, around 30 
seconds later, lifting the dog off its legs before 
kicking it again. 

Drunk 

The court heard how the dog appeared to have uri¬ 
nated in the lift out of fear. 

Marsh told police he was drunk at the time. 

Mr Parminder Hayre, defending, said: “He is ash¬ 
amed and disgusted. He had been going through

personal problems, he had lost his partner and could 
not see his two children. 

“He had held his dream job as a police community 
officer but some allegations were made against him. 
Though they were not proven, he lost his job. 

“Mr Marsh apologises to the court as he says he 
did not know what he was doing.” 

District Judge Graham Wilkinson said: “Anybody 
who sees this footage will be sickened. It is a sub¬ 
stantial kick. There are no excuses for it.” 

Marsh was given a 12-month community order 
and told he must do 80 hours unpaid work. He was 
ordered to pay the RSPCA’s legal costs of £992 and 
disqualified from owning a pet for seven years. 


Sales to plug tunnel gap 


PROFITS from the sale of 
surplus land and buildings 
near the new road tunnel in 
Tipton are set to be spent 
plugging a £78,000 deficit. 

The Owen Street underpass 
was completed in January to 
improve traffic flow through the 
town. Traffic is now able to travel 
under the West Coast Main Line, 
where before drivers previously 
had to wait at the level crossing on 
Owen Street for up to 40 minutes 
out of every hour. 

A report says there is a £78,000 
funding deficit for the scheme. 


The report to Sandwell Council 
says it is planned to sell off 
surplus land, which was not incor¬ 
porated into the project, to help 
tackle the shortfall. 

The report which went to Coun¬ 
cillor Derek Rowley and Cllr Ian 
Jones says it is planned to dispose 
of the freehold interest in land 
and premises previously acquired 
as part of the Owen Street level 
crossing relief road. 

It says: “Number 77 Alexandra 
Road, a three bed residential 
property, and the former Dolmac 
premises on Alexandra Road were 
acquired as part of the scheme but 


were not affected by the proposals 
in their entirety. Consequently 
the remaining land (and prem¬ 
ises) are now considered surplus 
to highway purposes. The council 
has no future plans to utilise the 
premises concerned and in the cir¬ 
cumstances it is recommended 
that they be offered to the open 
market for sale. 

“If this course of action is 
pursued it is proposed that part of 
the capital receipt from the sales 
be utilised to contribute toward 
the outstanding funding deficit 
for the scheme, which currently 
stands at £78,000.”

Reunion plan 
for Snowdon 
adventurers 

A CALL has gone out to old boys 
and girls who stayed at one of 
Sandwell’s residential centres 
between 1958 and 1980 to take 
part in a reunion. 

In May 1958 the Plas Gwynant Adven¬ 
ture School opened at the foothills of 
Mount Snowdon in North Wales. On May 
16, 1958, a group of 30 boys from the 
former Hill Top Secondary Modern School 
in West Bromwich were the first visitors 
after it was bought by the then West 
Bromwich Council. 

Since then tens of thousands of Sandwell 
pupils have been to the centre which offers 
a complete range of supervised outdoor 
activities. 

In those days conditions were more basic 
and the visitors started each day with an 
early morning wash in a nearby river and 
activites included chopping down trees. 

But since those spartan times the activ¬ 
ity centre has changed beyond recognition 
and underwent a massive refurbishment 
in 2000. It now offering a complete range of 
outdoor activities including mountaineer¬ 
ing, canoeing and trekking. 

Thrill 

Centre spokeperson Debbie Hughes 
said: “One thing that has not changed is 
the thrill and buzz the children get from 
coming here, the confidence gained from 
facing outdoor challenges and the broaden¬ 
ing of their horizons.” 

The centre missed celebrating its 50th 
anniversary but now it is planned to hold a 
reunion next June to commemorate its 
53rd year of offering the complete outdoor 
experience to Sandwell children. 

Debbie said: “We are planning to hold a 
reunion weekend on June 10, 11 and 12 
next year. Over the years there must have 
been tens of thousands of both boys and 
girls who stayed here. We would love to 
hear and see some of the people who stayed 
here between 1958 and 1980. I am sure 
they would be staggered by the changes 
that have taken place to Plas Gywnant.” 

She said they were looking for any mem¬ 
orabilia and photos with a view to putting 
together a display and presentation that 
would be held on the Saturday evening.

Progress on big scheme 


CONSTRUCTION of the foun¬ 
dations and substructure for the 
new A41 underpass and round¬ 
about in West Bromwich are on 
track. 

The majority of sheet pile walls in 
the north east section of the site have 
now been driven into the ground to 
form a strong wall that will support 
the ground while the underpass is con¬ 
structed. 

So that new sewers can run beneath the 
underpass, some of the piles have not been 
driven to their full depth, leaving a gap for 
the pipework. 

Once the new sewers have been built, the 
gap will be filled with concrete to create a 
strong watertight barrier. 

A line of large overlapping holes have 
been bored into the ground for the founda¬ 


tions for the new bridges that will support 
the elevated roundabout. These have been 
filled with reinforced concrete to support 
the bridge beams. 

The method of pile installation reduces 
vibration to minimise disruption to nearby 
properties. 

In recent weeks there has been visible 
progress on the ground works, including 
the construction of foundations for the west 
overbridge. 

Tesco 

Sewer diversions on the western side of 
the scheme have been successfully com¬ 
pleted and roadworks have also started in 
the south-east section of the site at Crone- 
hills. This will enable construction of the 
new Tesco store to start soon. 

Traffic is currently being diverted onto a 
temporary route through the works so that 
the old subways can be demolished and 


filled in, and the main overbridges and 
pedestrian footbridge constructed. Moving 
all traffic on to the eastern side of Crone- 
hill’s Linkway has allowed the develop¬ 
ment of the former All Saints Depot site to 
be carried out at the same time. 

To ease congestion through the works, 
particularly during the rush hour and on 
Albion matchdays, temporary traffic 
signals are being used.

Cabinet member for safer neighbour¬ 
hoods Cllr Derek Rowley said: “It is very 
pleasing to see the work that is taking place 
and everything is on schedule.

£289m Metro

A SMETHWICK war hero who was 
awarded the Victoria Cross for his 
bravery in the First World War will be 
honoured at the primary school he 
attended. 

Lt Herbert James was born in Ladywood and 
attended Bearwood Primary school, where he 
later became a teacher. He also taught at 
Brasshouse Lane Primary in the town, before 
leaving to join the army in 1909. 

After joining the 21st Lancers at Canterbury, he 
transferred to the Worcestershire Regiment and in 
1915 won the VC at Gallipoli, Turkey, for outstand¬ 
ing acts of bravery. 

These included leading two successful counter¬ 
attacks against the Turks under intense gunfire and 

;— - saving a wounded comrade 

while under attack. 

He was the first in his regi¬ 
ment to receive the honour. 

Lt Herbert James was also 
awarded the Military Cross and 
French honour the Croix de 
Guerre for his courage. 


THE chief executive of the West Midlands’ 
transport authority insisted today plans to 
build a £289 million second line of the 
Midland Metro would still happen.

ATELEPHONE line aimed at combating fly- 
tippers in Sandwell is receiving more than 200 
calls a day. 

Figures released for October showed there were 
an average of 223 calls a day to Sandwell Council’s 
litter line. Many callers report fly-tipping but the 
line also receives inquiries about tip opening times 
and fridge collections. 

West Bromwich grandmother Rosemary Morrall 
called the number to highlight building materials 
dumped on a road used by residents in Rydding Lane 
to access their garages. 

She said: “On Monday evening flytippers left a 
load of bricks, slabs and other materials which 
blocked that road. I phoned the litter line at 6.30pm 
and in the next hour the litter team had cleared the 
road.” 

Mrs Morrall, aged 68, of lives in Rydding Lane, 
said the area had become a hotspot for fly-tipping. 

Illegal 

Sandwell Council’s neighbourhoods chief, Coun¬ 
cillor Derek Rowley urged residents to report ille¬ 
gally dumped waste. “We will do our best to respond 
the same day,” he said. “Fly-tipping is illegal. The 
council is responsible for the removal of illegally 
dumped waste on any council owned or maintained 
land. All fly-tipping is thoroughly checked and if we 
are able to recover evidence we will prosecute.”

THE butt of every comedian’sjoke 
since Dick Emery’s famous horse¬ 
faced vicar sketch, false teeth can be 
anything but a laughing matter.

Screen test for jobseekers 


JOBSEEKERS in the Black 
Country can look forward to a 
gleaming future after qualifying 
as windscreen technicians. 

Six young men, who had been 
unemployed for six months or 
more, recently completed a new 
windscreen chip and repair course 
run by Sandwell College’s automo¬ 
tive centre in Oldbury. 

Darren Rathbone, aged 22, of 
Rowley Regis, and Carl Baker, 
aged 26, of Tipton, were two of the 
six selected for the course and 
given the tools of the trade to 


become their own bosses. They 
said they had enjoyed learning 
new skills and now had high hopes 
for gaining employment. 

As part of their Glass Qualifica¬ 
tions Authority (GQA) course, the 
learners were assessed in cus¬ 
tomer service, completed a health 
and safety certificate, and were 
shown how to start up their own 
business. 

All six are now qualified to work 
as windscreen repair specialists 
after successfully completing the 
75-hour programme. 


Sandwell is the first college in 
the Midlands to be accredited as 
an approved centre for delivering 
the GQA course. 

The jobseekers have been train¬ 
ing as part of a Government- 
funded initiative. 

Sandwell College is running 
various Training for the Unem¬ 
ployed six month programmes to 
set jobless people on a career path. 

The project is funded in partner¬ 
ship with Jobcentre Plus. 

A new course is planned to run 
in February.

“I joined the job, following in my 
father’s footsteps - he was a police ser¬ 
geant at Dudley. It was all I ever 
wanted to do. I was born 
in Tipton and lived there 
for many years. The com¬ 
munity are wonderful 
and I shall really miss 
them too. 

“I would like to thank 
people in the community, 
colleagues and others 
that have made my time 
so special.” 

Inspector Dale Randle, 
from Tipton police 
station said: “Deb is a 
fine officer, who will truly 
be missed. 

“She has always taken 
a great deal of pride in 
her work and has stayed 
positive and committed.”

The Tasty Bits (15) 

The dinner party show has become cult 
viewing for many and however outra¬ 
geous the behaviour of the guests - 
whether members of the public or celebs

Former LA policeman Ruppert reckons 
our society's dependence on oil will bring 
ruin upon us all within a decade or so, 
and that the economic depression - 
which he seems to have predicted - is 
just the beginning. 

If you believe Ruppert, you had best 
learn to be a carpenter and farmer fast, 
because the lights are going to go out, 
money will be worthless and food is going 
to become scarce. 

It's a talking head documentary, with 
some stock footage, in which Ruppert is 
sittin in what appears to be a bunker, 
chain-smoking and sometimes doing his 
credibility no good by bursting into tears 
or barely restraining his four-letter rage at 
the powers that rule the world. 

He also darkly hints about mysterious 
deaths in the US military and a break-in at 
his office in which his computers were 
trashed. 

Ruppert seems to take a perverse pride 
in his belief that he had been personally 
targeted by the White House during 
George W Bush's presidency. 

He may have fascinated film maker 
Chris Smith with his apocalyptic vision 


Joan Rivers - showing her tender side 

but I remained unconvinced by Ruppert's 
alarming predictions. However,his ideas 
are certainly interesting... and worrying. 

Joan Rivers: A Piece of Work 

(Exempt) 

This documentary of a year in the life of 
veteran queen of comedy Joan Rivers 
starts with the comedienne close-up 
without her facade of make-up. 

It makes the film’s intention clear, to 
show the real Joan. And it probably does. 

The expletive-using septuagenarian is 
revealed as a workaholic, driven by the 
fear of failure and haunted by the sense 
that comedy is second best to her true 
love, acting. 

She is also wickedly funny on stage 
and brutal in her dealing with a heckler. 

There are two very poignant scenes 
where we (apparently) see the real woman 
behind the facelifts and carefully coiffured 
hair, in a tender moment with her grand¬ 
son and when the tough cookie sobs after 
sacking a member of her team, an old 
friend, who let her down once too often. 
She still sacked him though. 

There are lots of extras on the DVD 
including interviews.

Duffy - Endlessly 

Snowdonia's soul stunner 
Duffy returns with a second 
album that has an American 
sheen but finds her distinctive 
soulful croak preserved. Her new 
team includes New York hip hop 
funkers The Roots and veteran 
American songwriter Albert 
Hammond (who penned Hollies 
hit The Air That I Breathe). The 
result is an album that lives up to 
her massive hit debut Rockferry, 
blending retro elements with 
modern R&B/pop production 
techniques. The ballads Don't 
Forsake Me and Too Hurt To 
Dance will appeal to those who 
enjoy Duffy when she's at her 
most old fashioned and Girl finds 
the Welsh songstress in groovy 
Sandie Shaw-ish 60s mode. The 
semi-acoustic title track intro¬ 
duces a slurred bluesy edge to 
her vocal, whereas Love Struck 


and Well Well Well have a more 
contemporary pop feel. Out 
November 29. 

Nadine - Insatiable 

Often considered the best 
vocalist in Girls Aloud, Nadine 
Coyle has made a bad false start 
to her solo career with this 
weedy, bland debut album which 
doesn't make the most of her 
voice. Even the best tracks prob¬ 
ably wouldn't have made it onto 
Cheryl Cole's album. 

Everything seems wrong, from 
the half-hearted warbling to odd 
moments, like when she seems 
to go missing half way through 
first track, the wanna-be club 
anthem Runnin'. Maybe she 
made a mistake by writing her 
own songs, maybe with the pro¬ 
duction team, though they 
include some people with big 
successes to their credit. But 


Insatiable should have been 
dumped and Nadine directed 
back to the drawing board. This 
is one turkey that will still be left 
in the shops at Christmas.

It wasn’t until the 1890s that 
Peugeot built its first internal com¬ 
bustion engine-powered cars, 
inspired by meetings with Gottlieb 
Daimler in person. 

More than a century later, cars 
have advanced to a level that would 
have been unthinkable to the 
fathers and founders of the motoring 
industry — a level that allows 
Peugeot to mark its bi-centenary 
with a model powered by an engine 
less than three-times the size of 
those in its first ever models, but 
producing 100-times the power. 

The 1.6-litre turbocharged unit 
present in the 308 GT 200 makes it 
the most powerful version of the 308 
hatchback since the model’s launch 
in late 2007. 

Put to good use in the new RCZ 
Coupe and in the 308CC convertible, 
it’s an engine used to deliver a com¬ 
bination of power and economy by 
other manufacturers, too. Peugeot 


aficionados will have noticed that 
the 308 GT is missing something. 

The additional ‘i’ is noticeable 
through its absence from the GT 
badge. Although the model is badged 
as the 308 GTi in some European 
markets, Peugeot has stopped short 
of giving it the full-blown GTi title in 
the UK. 

Why? The answer lies in the GT 
200’s tractable nature. It’s not a full 
blown hot hatch designed to 
compete with scalding three-door 
performance models such as the 
Ford Focus RS, RenaultSport 
Megane, Volkswagen Golf R or Seat 
Leon Cupra R, but with 200bhp and 
a sub-eight second 0-62mph acceler¬ 
ation time, it’s not your run-of-the- 
mill family hatch, either. 

The extra chilli that would have 
earned the model a GTi badge has 
been deliberately left out of the 
mixture in favour of five-doors, a 
more agreeable ride and better 
manners around town. 

These aims, the 308 GT 200 


achieves. Despite the induction roar 
and impressive in-gear acceleration, 
the model is capable of functioning 
just like a regular family car from 
nine to five. The five-door layout 
offers good access and practicality, 
the steering is light around town 
and the ride demonstrates typical 
French prowess. Yet there’s always a 


degree of menace bubbling away 
under the surface. It’s implicit from 
the exterior styling; the 308’s hand¬ 
some design has been subtly revised 
in GT 200 specification with butch 
bumpers at both ends, a rear dif¬ 
fuser, twin chrome exhausts, carbon 
inserts in the front and particularly 
attractive alloy wheels. It is subtly 


aggressive but still discreet, boost¬ 
ing the everyday appeal. 

However, when the mood calls for 
it the 308GT goes a long way 
towards delivering GTi thrills. The 
1.6 THP unit comes with a reward¬ 
ing soundtrack and the chassis, 
although not on a par with genuine 
hot hatch models, proves more than 


capable of dealing with enthusiastic 
cornering. 

The GT 200 changes direction 
nimbly and with little loss of trac¬ 
tion, body roll is limited given the 
quality of the ride and both throttle 
response and braking are impres¬ 
sively urgent. 

The steering suffers for its 
tractable nature in town, offering 
decent weight but limited feedback 
and the steering wheel feels a little 
oversized for a sporty model. On the 
control front, the staggered pedal 
heights take a little getting use to as 
well. 

Despite these small faults, you 
can rely on the model to put a smile 
on your face with its performance. 

The value for money is likely to do 
the same. Half-leather interior, 
parking sensors, dual-zone climate 
control, electric windows and 
mirrors and neat touches such as 
the metal gear knob and pedals are 
all standard. 

Lumbar support and side bolsters 
on the excellent front seats along 
with an arm rest for rear passengers 
makes it effortlessly comfortable, 
and the interior ambience teeters on 
luxurious thanks to some contempo¬ 
rary styling and details. 

Peugeot could have celebrated its 
birthday with an all-out perform¬ 
ance model but the sporty yet 
tractable 308 GT 200 is actually a 
far better demonstration of the man¬ 
ufacturer’s car building ability. It’s a 
measured blend of sensible and 
entertaining, and would no doubt 
have pleased the Peugeot family.

New hope and purpose at Villa Park 


EVER since Martin O’Neill 
shook Villa Park to its founda¬ 
tions with his dramatic walk¬ 
out, the club has been searching 
for a fresh identity. 

It may have just found it. 

Out of the muted early weeks of 
Gerard Houllier’s regime, there 
came on Saturday 31 minutes of 
football which flooded the old 
stadium with renewed hope, 
purpose and direction.

MAN UTD 


It was inspired by a new generation of 
players who had the temerity to grab the 
shirt collars of mighty Manchester 
United and shake them until two goals 
fell out. With them, came the prospect of 
Villa’s first home win over Sir Alex Fer¬ 
guson’s empire since the opening day of 
the 1995-96 season but this being

United, it didn’t quite pan out that way. 

The lion of English football has not 
earned its fabled reputation by tame 
surrender which, for the bulk of the 
second-half of this memorable match, it 
looked likely to offer. They duly roared 
back with two goals of their own. 

But the momentum of the occasion 
was Villa’s. 

This is a classic fixture in the Premier 
League lexicon, packed with colour and 
staged in a stadium which comes to life 
when these two old clubs square up to 
each other. This age has largely been a 
story of United domination but 
the lasting image of this game 
will surely be the fearless and 
audacious football of Villa’s 
youngsters, led by the out¬ 
standing Marc Albrighton, 
which forced Sir Alex Ferguson 
to concede later: “We could have 
conceded six in the second half.” 

Inspiring 

More significantly, it at last 
gives the Houllier era some¬ 
thing to get its teeth into. 
Although many supporters 
were underwhelmed by the 
Frenchman’s appointment and 
haven’t seen much since then to 
persuade them otherwise, this 
was different. Fresh, 
invigourating, inspiring; Villa 
Park once more sensed a way 
forward. 

It was easily the high point of 
Houllier’s regime so far 
although it is only fair to record 
that he was dealt a weak hand 
when he arrived at the table. 

Villa are in retreat from the 
comparatively big spending of 
the O’Neill regime which we 
can now see reached its zenith 
last season with the double 
Wembley visit and a sixth-place 
finish. 

A new style of management 
has arrived bringing a new way 


of playing but one which must be 
financed from more modest outlays. 

Many of the O’Neill regulars - and 
not-so regulars - will be moved on but 
Houllier must manoeuvre his way 
through this transition without risking 
a relegation scare. 

Which brings us back to Albrighton 
and Co for it is clear that great responsi¬ 
bility is now thrust on their shoulders to 
facilitate this shift in Villa’s future plan¬ 
ning. 

With injuries piling up - Houllier now 
has a full team of absentees - the 
manager had no choice but to commit 
Saturday’s challenge to the young 
players who coaches Gordan Cowans 
and Kevin MacDonald were quietly 
grooming throughout the O’Neill years 
while privately doubting their young 
charges would ever get an opportunity. 

And Fergie’s eyes must have lit up 
wide when he saw the team sheet. 

His current first XI, also deprived of 
key personnel by injury, is by no means 
the strongest United he has sent into 
battle but he could only have envisaged 
a game symbolised by Duncan Fletcher 
and Michael Carrick towering over 
Barry Bannan and Jonathan Hogg 
during the pre-match handshakes. 

In the end, Fergie got out of Villa Park 
grateful indeed for a draw and while 
Villa spent the weekend chewing on 
their collapse to United’s panic-driven 
pressure in the final 15 minutes, I bet 
they turned up for training today with a 
spring in their step. 

Particularly Albrighton, who deliv¬ 
ered the finest performance of his brief 
career to date and in doing so gave a 
display of modern day wing-play which 
was nigh-on perfect. 

It had pace and threat, great energy, a 
huge defensive input when Villa needed 
it, a goal, a near miss and an array of 
demanding crosses. Fabio Capello may 
have decided that one West Midlands- 
based winger, Matt Jarvis at Wolves, is 
not to his liking but he may as well hang 
around because there’s another 


demanding his attention now. 

Bannan should be around to keep the 
taxi drivers in Birmingham busy for a 
while too. 

The Scot, striving to prove there is 
still room for the gifted, touch play of a 
little ‘un in this land of giants, is so com¬ 
fortable in possession it promises to win 
him his battle. The pass which released 
Stewart Downing in the thrilling 
counter-attack which brought about 
Villa’s second goal may have looked 
simple but required absolute precision 
in timing and touch. 

He provided both. Never mind Black¬ 
pool - talents such as Bannan’s are the 
breath of fresh air this Premier League 
of monstrous athletes requires. 

Albrighton and Bannan may be the 
outstanding pupils of the class; it is for 
others, such as Ciaran Clark, Hogg, 
Nathan Delfouneso, Eric Lichaj et al to 
match their lead.

But they have given Houllier and Villa 
fans a common cause, the chance to bond 
in the mutual belief that there is 
purpose once more at a club left aimless 
and drifting by O’Neill’s ill-timed exit.

No need to press 
the panic button 


GOOD news was in short 
supply on Saturday for Roberto 
Di Matteo. 

His jaded-looking team were 
beaten on Saturday by a teenager 
he wanted to buy, most of their close 
rivals collected points and several 
of his key players woke on Monday 
morning in remote corners of the 
world for international friendlies. 

Oh, and Albion’s ultimate bogey side 
are due in town on Saturday fresh from 
a rousing victory over Liverpool. 

Crumbs of comfort were thin on the 
ground for the Baggies after their worst 
weekend so far back in the Premier 
League. 

Thankfully, Di Matteo is an unflap¬ 
pable character who will retain a level 
head - and his team’s supporters would 
do well to take a leaf from the Italian’s 
book. 

So impressive was the Baggies’ flying 
start to their latest top-flight challenge, 
it was easy for fans to forget just how 
tough the Premier League can be. 

They do not have to think back too far, 
however, for a reminder. 

Two seasons ago they reached the 
equivalent stage of Tony Mowbray’s 
Premier League campaign five points 
worse off than they find themselves now, 
bottom of the table with three 3-0 
defeats and a 4-0 hammering at Man¬ 
chester United already on their record. 

They had not beaten Arsenal, or 
drawn at Manchester United. They had 
won just twice at home. 

At this juncture in 2005-06 they were 
five points short of their current target, 
too, while in the ‘Great Escape’ season 
they were seven points adrift. 

All these statistics are proof, if it were 
needed, that while Saturday in Wigan 
was disappointing, it was hardly the 



calamity that certain sections of the 
kneejerk internet message board and 
radio phone-in ‘chatterati’ believe. 

It’s unlikely that super-cool Italian Di 
Matteo does impersonations. But if he 
did he might have been tempted to dust 
off his best Michael Winner on Saturday 
even to implore the nervous elements of 
the Baggies fanbase to ‘calm down’. 

In fairness, the impressive travelling 
army of more than 3,000 Albion follow¬ 
ers were a good deal more appreciative 
as they applauded their team from the 
field despite a frustrating defeat and a 
desperately disappointing game. 

As a spectacle, this game was fortu¬ 
nate to make it onto Match of the Day 
before the closing credits. A cagey 
approach from both sides meant they 
landed roughly as many blows as found 
the target in the heavyweight ‘contest’ 
some 20 miles away in Manchester. 

Crucial 

Yet Albion were 20 minutes and one 
moment of improved concentration 
away from collecting a solid point that 
would have sent Di Matteo into interna¬ 
tional week with a satisfied smile. 

Such are the fine margins which 
dictate Premier League results and 
change moods and which, in truth, have 
favoured Albion at crucial moments 
earlier this season. 

The biggest frustration for Di Matteo 
and his staff came from the fact his team 
shot themselves in the foot with a piece 
if disorganisation after getting so much 
right defensively as their attacking 
players failed to fire over 90 minutes for 
the first time this season. 


The Latics winner arrived from an 
Albion free-kick 20 minutes from full¬ 
time. Just 15 seconds elapsed between 
Chris Brunt delivering a free-kick from 
just outside the Wigan area and Victor 
Moses beating Scott Carson with a clin¬ 
ical low shot at the other end. 

In that time Hendry Thomas cleared 
his lines, Nicky Shorey and James Mor¬ 
rison failed to get to grips with Charles 
N’Zogbia, the Frenchman recovered 
from a stumble and fed Moses, who did 
the rest. 

And, on a day when neither side gave 
an inch, that one Baggies slip-up was all 
it took to settle things. 

The first-half had delivered a com¬ 
plete lack of drama and a dearth of 
quality in crucial positions. 

Peter Odemwingie’s pace caused 
Wigan occasional problems and, when 
he rounded Ronnie Stam on 26 minutes, 
he could have done more than pull the 
ball back into a vacant penalty area. 

And Antolin Alcaraz went closest for 
the hosts, heading over the bar from 
N’Zogbia’s corner. 

After the interval James Morrison 
tested Ali A1 Habsi in the Wigan goal 
and the Baggies might have had a 
penalty when Odemwingie was fouled 
by Steven Caldwell. 

They got a free-kick instead, and A1 
Habsi was not called into action. 

Moses struck, prompting a late surge 
from the Baggies that delivered a couple 
of goalmouth scrambles but little 
genuine threat. 

And that was that. 

A third defeat in four matches made it 
a frustrating weekend for Di Matteo, 
results elsewhere aggravated the prob¬ 
lems and the sight of Stoke looming on 
the horizon would hardly have helped 
his mood. But Baggies fans can be 
certain he won’t be panicking. 


TALKING POINT 


HOW MUCH WILL ALBION 
REGRET NOT LANDING VICTOR 
MOSES? The Baggies could have done 
little more to lure the talented 
teenager to The Hawthorns in 
January. 

In fact, they came agonisingly close 
to securing his signature before the 
lure of guaranteed Premier League 
football and Wigan’s extra spending 
power took him to the DW Stadium. 

But Saturday brought signs that the 
raw potential Albion identified is 
beginning to blossom with the Latics 
as he capped a lively display with the 
match-winning strike. And, if Moses 
continues to develop, the Baggies 
might rue the day they came so near 
and yet so far to signing him.
